Brewer, a Hongkong barrister and foimer President ‘of the 
Instone Banking Corporation, on a charge of perjury, resulting 


in his serving a sentence of 


four months’ imprisonment, a 


Reuter message from London this morning outlines a decision 
of the Inn Bench in connexion with the case, vindicating Mr. 
Brewer and virtually exonerating him. 


It is announced, says Reuter, that at a Special Parlino- 
ment of the Middle Temple, London, on Armistice Day, the 
Masters of the Bench made the following order; 

—_——“This—Bench-haying-duly—considerod_all_the_-documents. 
in two files submitted to them and which, among other docu- 
ments, contain a record of the proccedings upon which the 
conviction took place, and having heard Mr. Noel Instone 
Brewer, are unanimously of the opinion that they cannot 
find any justification for the conviction and do not see their 
way to take any disciplinary action.” 


The conviction registered, 


it may be recalled, was in con- 


nexion with the affairs of the Instone Banking Corporation.

KIAN. ATROCITIES. . 


The’ terrtble ‘hardships’ of the 
Catholic missionaries in Kian near 
Kanchow (Kinngsi) where thoy 
were eaptured during the recent 
Red Invasion, fs vividly told in a 
communiention received from 
Father Barbatto, who describes 
the horrible denth* suffered by a 
Chinese Clrristian in front of the 
Cathedral, ; . 

Other missionaries of Kian who 
were made to suffer were Bishop 
Nignami, Father Thiefrey, Father 
Kapozzl, Father Purino, Sistor 
Leport, Sister Merle, ‘ Sister 
Rogonl, Sister Ramos and Sister 
Larnichant. x: 

Father Barbatto’s letter to the 
Catholic Mission in Hongkong ie 
rinted in full below: 

will give you a general sum- 
mary of what we, suffered. The 
“Red” arm moved on Kian on 
October 4 and that day there was 
a terrible battle, — The leaders 
were Chu Tee, Mao Pont-honi, and 
Lo Ping-hoei, They had at Teast 
30,000 uns, The General here, 
secing that he could not hold out, 
retrented about 10.30 p.m, in the 
evening and, lo and behold, the 
tity, waa in the hands of the Testy 
Father Degandi and f, at 118 
the same evening. hid ourselves 
in the attie af a Christian home, 
Bishop Niggnamt and Father 
Thief at. the home of the 
Catec The other brothers 
were concealed here and there. 

“Qn October 6 the local Reds 
(pensanta) entered — the house of 
the Ca looking, for re- 
fugeeos ands the Bishop and 
Father Thief They tied them 
up and led them through the streets 
to the thampan. On the way a 
cruel monster with an iron bar heat 
the Bishop on the back and Logs. 
Thoy were kept prisoners for lwe 
days and two nights, and wore ¢on- 
demned to death untesr they paid 
$30,000. We can only get $2,000 
and they would have been executed 
on the night of October 7, if our 
dector had not informed the chief 
of the Red povernment, 

Sisters Captured. 

“At the same time ag the Gishop 
and Father Thiefrey were taken the 
soldiers entered the sisters’ house 
and took prisoners Slaters Leport, 
Augustine and Ramos and conduct. 
ed: them, bound, to the Cathedral 
where they remained the day and 
night. Other Red soldiers took 
the sisters of the Orphannge, Sis- 
ters Larnichant and Rogoni and 
also Purino, who had gone to say 
Mass. The sisters of the 
Orphanage were set free the same 
dny without paying any money. 
Due to the cloquence of Sister Anne 
they were allowed to nurse the sick 
Red soldiers. The Orphanage was 
robbed from stem to stern, tho 
Reds even occupying the beds of 
the sisters, 

‘ather Purino was passed from 
prison to prison, from four dif: 
ferent “prisons, in company with 
many other prisoners, men and 
women altogether. They gave to 
cach one a bowl of rite per day, 
this in the evening. Father 
turino was judged and condemned 
yn Imperialst, Italian and

despite the fact the Reds received 
the money Father Paul was 
executed in front of the Cathedral.

Father Paul died 2 few feet away 
from: his Cathedral. 

“Three brothers of our Catechist 
wore algo taken and were obliged 
to give moncy for ransom as well 
as many other Christinns of the 
Church. All the refugeea who had 
beon Jn the Cathedral scattered to 
the four winds but many of them 
were sought out, captured and im- 
prisoned, Some were executed. 

“The Episcopal Residence of tho 
Cathedral waa complctely sncked. 
We could only snve what we had 
brought with us. Fortunately all 
our decds had been sent on to 
Shanghai and I had sent to other 
minsions our Mass — equipment. 
The: alstera’ Hospital was declared 
offiéinl “Red” Hospital of Kian and 
placed under the direction of our 
doctora. Our sisters were allowed 
to remain. They had put on black 
head dress jn place of their coroncta 
and the Chinese sisters were 
obliged to dresa as young girls. 


Rich and Poor Suffer. ° 


“Tho orphans we had. placed In 
nafety and now all the place and 
house of the mission are the pro- 
portly of tha Reds, We are not the 
only ones to suffer, for all the 
the rich, big or little, have geen 
their property and their homes 
Dillaged. “AIL this fs the work of 
the Bolthevista of the different 
counties, for the city was handed 
aver to them for three days to 
pillage. This explaina why we 
sould not get any money for ran- 
som. 

“At present five forelsn sisters 
and six missionaries are in the 
hands of the Reds. The local 
Roda knew thin, and thank God that 
we had hot fallen into their hands 
bub into the hands of the” Red 
leader, Chu.Te, otherwise we, sure- 
ly every onc of us, would have been 
killed. 

On October 7 Father  Kaposy 
who owas hidden in oa Christian 
home, distuised himself as a pea- 
sant, cut off his beard and came in 
+, ricksha to where the Bishop and 
Father Thiefrey were, In thie 
place they were living in fear and 
trembling of being captured by the 
focal Reda, 

“On October & Father Purino 
changed to another prison. It 
was always the same sort of ques- 
tionk and the same , sentence. 
Bither $20,000 or death, On the 
10th, the Bishop sent a little Red 
officer, Who jie] become a friend 
to our Sisters and had brought 
about some order in the Hospital. 
He sent him to us to bell us we 
could follow this man. Then from 
our hiding place, where the Reds 
had come four times looking for us 
but could not find us, we went out 
after shaving off our beards and 
disguising ourselves. We followed 
this Red lvader, .entered the rear 
gate of the mission and came to 
where the Bishop was. hiding. We 
received a short note from, Father 
Purino saying, “I have seen 
Father King and hia -brother, who 
are prisoners, I am asked to give 
$20,000. 1 am resigned to die.” 


Appeal to Soviet. 


"A little after our arrival at the 
second hiding place we saw Father 
Viecent Lou who had been trapped 
by local Reds. On the 11th the 
doctor ndvised us to write a Jetter 
to the Soviet asking for the deliver- 
ance of Fathers Purino and King. 
In the evening just before supper, 
the Governor, by way of answer to 
our letter, sent 60 soldiers with an 
order for our capture and then the 
Bishop, Father Thiefrey, Father 
Dejeniis, Father  Caposi and 
Father. Barbatto were, all Jed to the 
Police Station of the Soviet Gov- 
ernment, where the Colonel thus 
addreased us, “I want $1,000,000, 
nothing more, nothing less.”., We 
passed the night upstairs, one 
blanket doing for alt five, . 

“On October '12 1 received per- 
mission to go out to look for money 
$600,000 so the Colenel told me. 
He. gave me a petty officer un n 
gunrd. On the way he led mo to 
the prison where Father Purino 
was. He was bound up in a little 
payoda. You can imagine our 
sentiments when we met once more, 
This officer told me_that, with the 
permission of the Colonel, Father 
Purino would ‘be allowed to como 
with us into our prison, so I went 
hack to ask the Colonel to grant me 
this favour.

The Chin- 
ese sisters were obliged to remain 
aone here to look after the cooking. 
I consoled them tn telling them that 
Pather Purino is now with us. They 
had thought he had already been 
shot. I went to our former hiding 


place to get $100 which the sisters |. 


had left there and I returned to give 
the $100 to the Colonel. 

“He erfed out, “Ja that alt?” And 
I answer, “It is impossible to get 
another cent.” The Colonel then 
cold me to bring this money to the 
thief of the Sovict Government. 


‘He received me with great polite 


ness and aaid, ‘Have no fear. I 
have taken you all prisoners to 
protect you. As for the Chinese 
pricats, don’t bother about them. 
That's not your affair. As far aa 
your ransom is concerned, I leave 
this entirely in the hands of the 
Colonel who guards you.’ . 

“On the 18th the Colonel tells 
us that four of us must follow the 
Army as hostages. Two would 
have to go to get money, but not 
the Bishop or the Vicar Gencral. 
We told hint that. if the Bishop 
doesn’t go we all will follow the 
Army. There's only the Bishop .to 
get the money, ‘The Colonel gave 
usa chief of staff and obtained per- 
mission for the, BiIshop.and Father 
VDejenlis to go to Shanghai and 
gave them passports, atamped and 
sealed by the genernlissimo Chu 
Te. * heap 

“On the 14th they departed. On 
the 16th we werc obliged to fdllow 
the Army and walk for 80 fis in the 
direction of the capital, where the 
bulk of the Red troops were going. 
T told tho leader that It would be 
absolutely impossible for us to con- 
tinue walking, otherwise we would 
surcly dic. on the way, 

“The lender then held a consulta. 
tion “and decided to send us back 
to look after the sick, It was a 
great happiness for us, on our re- 
turn, to soc the aistets who had al- 
ready precoded us. Wo were well 
treated. The sisters worked very 
hard. We are in charge of the 
Sanitary Quarters. No ono trou: 
bles ug and we awalt our deliver- 
ance, Therefore we are not dis- 
couraged. We have utmost con- 
fidence. Mary Immaculate and Her 
Son love us; that’s tho reason of 
our confidence, Pray for us.” 
Signed: "Missionaries and alsters, 
prisoners of Christ.” 

The Inatest news received from 
the district was a message during 
the carlior part of November thnt 
regular soldfers had taken the city 
of Kian and were marching on to 
Kanchow. .

While a discussion on public 
disinfecting stations is possibly 
amon; the least inspiring mediums 
for an oratorical flaw, it dees not 
preclude a frank answer to a 
atrnightforward question, That ia, 


of course, if there is nothing to 
hide, and there is no inner his- 
tory which it is not considered 
politic to divulge. We are not ac- 
quainted with any particular xen- 
pon for the questions submitted to 
the Head of the Sanitary Board 
on Wednesday by Dr. W. VY. M. 
Koch, but there Is nothing in the 
phraseology which suggests a trap 
for officialdem, nor can we see 
any insuperable difficulty in sup- 
plying the information desired. 
Yet Mr. Sayer apparently found it 
necessary to “cover up.” Two of his 
unswera were distinetly evasive, 
whether by intent or by accident 
it is impossible to tell. Fos in- 
stunce, asked if any complaints 
had been received or elaims for 
compensation made on account of 
destroyed or damaged property, 
the Head of the Board replied that 
the Medienl Officer of Health did 
not recall any such complaint or 
claim. Asked if it was known 
as a fact that dumage had been 


done to bedding and mattresses: 


by the process of disinfection, Mr, 
Sayer stated that the M.O.1. was 
not aware of any instance. He 
thrust the responsibility for know- 
ledge as far as the Bourd was con- 
ecrned upon the M.O.H. and quite 
frankly, left an‘impression that 
somebody other than the M.O.H. 
might be in a position to be more

GENEVA COMMISSION HAS 
OPPOSING OPINIONS. 


Geneva, Nov. 13. 
The Disarmament Commission 
has resumed the gencral discus- 
sion of methods of Nmitation of 
land armaments. i 
“ Lord Ceell, on behalf of the 
British, French and Amerlcan 
delegations, ‘submitted a draft 
resolution, firstly approving of the 
principle that there should be the 
fullest posalble -exchanye of in 
formation regarding armaments 
between the partics to the present 
convention; secondly, recording 
the Commission's unanimour 
desire to lind a method to provide 
a limitation of war material in a 
more preciso manner than was 
possible by publicity alone; third- 
ly, recognising that while the 
majority of the Comminsion is of 
opinion regarding Innd material 
that the most practical method to 
secure more precise Hmitation is 
by budgetary imitation, other 
members think a more practicable 
method Ia by direct limitation by 
Rpecifie enumeration, «and acme 
would Iike to see a combination 
of the two methods.— Reuter, 
‘Partial Adoption. 
Later. 
The Disarmament Commission 
has adopted, with certain verbal 
modifications, the first twa sec- 
lions of Lord Cecil’s resolution. 
The vole oon the third section 
has been postponed to November

The defendant belonged to 
the drug store while the complinin- 
ant was acook to the moncy- 
shanger. The two had known one 
another for some two years, but 
recently they nppeared to be at 
loggerhends.

Ist. the defendant had reason to 
beat his nephew, 2 amail boy, and 
apon the interference af the com- 
plhinant, who advised him to take no 
lenient view and conse assaulting 
the youth, the defendant lost - his 
temper and assaulted his friend 
with a chopper, which was lying 
handy on the counter of the drug 
store. :

“RETURNED.” - 


At Kowloon yesterday after- 
noon, Mr. Butters, sitting with a 
jury, held an Inquiry inta tho 
deuth of an errth coollc, Chan 
Wing-kong, who met his death as 
a reagult of being knocked down 
oy © motor-cycle at the junction 
of Bulkeley Strect and Chatham 
Rond, on October 23, ete 

MJ. P. White anid that he was 
driving his motor-cyclo about 8.46 
ym, on October 23,nlong Bulke- 
ey Street, after having Ieft the 
Kowloon Docks. Miss Willinms 
was his passenger on the pillian. 
He was a Neensed driver, and had 
been driving since April. When 
he nenred the junction with Chat- 
ham Road, he changed Into low 
gear and sounded his horn. As 
he took the turn, he noticed a man 
run across the road from the right 
aide to the left. ‘He first saw the 
man in about the middlo of the 
toad. He immediately applied his 
brakes. He felt something hit 
him on the left side of his head 
and shoulders. The, cycle wob- 
bled on a few yards and stepped. 
He must have hit the man with 
his herd and shoulders. He got, 
off his machine, and went to the 
place of the accident where he saw 
the man lying ‘flat on the ground. 
Witness was travelling at sbdout 
16 miles an hour when the acci- 
dent occurred. His horn was in 
working order when he turned tha 
corner, but after the accident it 
went out of order. The place 
where the accident occurred was 
very dark, 

Dr. Koch testified to the in- 
juries received by the | decensed.

AUTERNATIVES. 


eee London, Nov. 13. 

‘The Imperial Conference of 1930. 
has spent six weeks mainly in the 
study of Imperial economics. 

To-day, tha heads of the. delegn- 
tions will make a final effort to 
reach nn agreement to improve in- 
ter-Imperial trades". ~— 

“After the Canadian Prime Min- 
Ister, Mr. Bonnett, on October 8 
proposed a ten per cent increase in 
Imperial tariff preferences, o special 
“committee on economic co-opera- 
tion’ wus formed, presided over 
by Mr. Graham, the president of 
the Board of Trade, to study every 
aspect of Imperial economics. The 
hendy of the delegations began to 

this committce’s report on 
er 11. : 

The closest secrecy is maintnined, 
but It appears that the British 
Government haa definitely rejected 
Mr. Bennett's proposal, and has 
submitted alternatives, such | 28 
quotas, import bonrds and. bulk 
purchases. It is generally felt, 
however, that the Conference will 
end with different ' proposals by 
Britain and the Dominions on re- 
cord, and that no agreement — will 
be reached on any particular plan. 

Gen. Hertzog, the South African 
Prime Minister, has arranged to 
sail to-morrow. The whole ques- 
tion of economics is likely to be 
shelved to a further conferetice a 
year or two ahead, and it is suse 
gested this conference shouid meet 
in one of the Dominions, possibly 
Canada. Meanwhile, the present 
Dominion preferences are to bt 
continued. 

This afternoon the heads of the 
delegations will continue the dis- 
cussion of foreign policy, which 
began on November 1h, on the 
bases of 2 memorandum which Mr. 
Henderson .has circulated’ to the 
Dominions delegates, in which the 
whole field of foreign policy Is 
covered.—Renfer.

Northern Kwangtung, 
Kanazel, of the Snleslar Socicty, 
was consecrated Bishop to take the 
placo of ‘tho - martyred Bishop 
Vorsigiin aa Vient Apostolic of 
Shiuchow. 
* Shiuchow is at present the ter- 
minus of the Canton-Hankow Rail- 
way ‘and is situated on the banks 
of the North River, ina: beautiful 
locality about two hundred miles 
above Canton. Shiuchow Is a his- 
toric spot, for here are tho remains 
of the house and Church whore 
Father Ricci‘ and his companions 
laboured before he went north. 
Here’ also on a neighbouring hill- 
side are , the graves of a * French 
Slahop and a pricst of the Parla 
Foreign Missions Soclety, dating 
from the carly purt of the 
.elghteenth, century, 

The large party of Bishops and 
other Eccleainstics, of fifteen dlf- 
ferent nationalities and five dif- 
ferent religious congregations, to- 
gether with lay folk who travelled 
to Shiuchow for the conaccration 
of Mgr. Kanazci, did #0 not mere- 
ly to honour the zealous and 
energetic Salesian priest who was 
that day to receive the plenitude of 
the Sacerdotal power and dignity, 
but also to do homnge to the 
memory of the snintly prelate who 
with déne of hia young priests, Fr. 
Carvarlo, was brutally done to 
death by bandita last February, 


Notable Churchmen, 


The consceratlon was performed 
by His Excellency the Apostolic 
Delegate of China, Mgr. Celso Con- 
stantini, assisted by the two 
Bishops Mgr. Tau (one of the six 
Chinese ‘Bishops consecrated by 
iis Holiness the Pope a few years 
ago) and Mgr. Fourquet, Vicar 
Apostolic of Canton. Also prerent 
were Myr. Valtorta, Vicar Apostolic

RESCUE OF A CHILD. 


‘The Western District was againt 
the sconce of what threatendd to 
develop into a settious conilayra: 
tion during. the carly hours of 
this morning, but, owing to the

ing involved. was a concrete 
atructurc, the outbreak was sub- 
dued? “without = any material 
damage to tho bdiilding.

The prominen involved was 121, 
Helchers Strect, the ground floor 
of which was occupied by the Po 
On Tdng medicine dealers, while 
the firat: floor was used as an Or: 
dinary Chinese tenement hourc, 
with the top storey vacant 

The nlarm was raised shortly 
after one o'clock — this morning, 
and by 128° am, a enll was put 
through to-the Central Fire Sta- 
tidn although an carller message 
had already been sent to the Ken- 
nedy Town Brigade which ar 
rived on the acene to find the con- 
tenta of the ground flovr well 
atight. x. 2 

Of such an iaflammable nature 
were the contents that within a 
short period the drugs and fit- 
tings of the shop were almost 
completely destroyed. It taok the 
Fire Brigade but half an hour to 
gain control of the flames and at 
1.50 am. the outbreak was well 
in hand, 

The greater part of the damage 
on the ground floor waa caused 
by the firé, but the flames deft 
the upper floors practically an- 
touched, althoagh the property 
dy the firat floor suffered somec- 
what from the water that was be- 
ing continuously poured into the 
burning building. ‘ 

When the alarm -was being 
raised and the Inmates were 
making ‘their ‘escape,’ It was 
suddenly realised that a child 
had been left behind on the 
first floor, and two European 
sergeants, who were among the 
firat’ to arrive,” ascended the 
stairs and brought the child 
safely to the roadway. o
